THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARIHST 


Prices  paid  for  barreled  and  boxed  apples  on  the  Liverpool  fj-uit 
auction  on  Wednesday,  November  13,  were  considerably  below  last  weel-:'s  priceg, 
according  to  a  cable  to  tho  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricu..tural 
Economics  from  Mr.  F,  A.  Motz,  fruit  specialist  O-  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  in  E-arope.    York  Imperials  solo  for  almost  85  ^ents  per 
barrel  less  ou  an  average  than  last  week.    Ben  Davis,  Winesaps  and  Black 
Twigs  also  were  much  lower  in  price  this  week  than  last.     With  the  exception 
of  pLome  Beauty  and  Baldwins  barreled  apples  were  in  generally  poor  condition 
and  showing  a  lar.2;e  number  of  slacks.     York  Imperials  were  in  li\j^eral  supply 
with  moderate  to  light  supplies  of  other  barreled  varieties.    The  light 
supplies  of  boxed  apples  were  in  good  condition. 

There  was  a  slow  demand  for  the  liberal  supplies  of  York  Imperials. 
The  general  condition  of  this  variety  was  poor.    U.  S.  No.  1,  2?  Inch  fruit 
sold  at  from.  $4.87  to  $5.35,     Demand  was  slow  for  the  moderate  supplies 
cf  Ben  Davis,  U.  S.  No.  1,  2t  inch  selling  at  from  $3,89  to  $4.38.     The  light 
supplies  of  Wines3.ps  met  a  moderate  demand.    U.  S.  No.  1,  2^  incl^  br,  ight 
$5.84  to  $6.33,    U,  S-,  No.  1  Black  Twigs  sold  at-t4,87  to  $5.23,     In  ^-..le  same 
grade  Rome  Beauty  bro^oght  $5.35  to  $5.60  and  Baldwins  sold  at  around  $4.14. 

Supplies  of  boxud  apples  were  light  and  not  enough  sales  were  made  to 
establish  a  market.    Extra  fancy,  Washington  Jonathans,  sold  at  $3,04  to 
$3.10;  G  grade,  the  same  size,  brought  $2.92,    Tiiese  prices  are  belcw  those 
of  last  week. 

Supplies  of  pears  were  moderate  iind  the  condition  generally  good  but 
the  market  was  poor.     Good  condition  Colorado  Keiffer  pears  sold  at  from 
$2.80  to  $2.92,  Oregon  Comice  $4.37  to  $5.11,  California  Anjou  $4,38  to 
$4.62,  California  Comice  $4.62  to  $4.87,  Washington  Winter  Nelis  $3.59  to 
$4.01  per  box.    New  York  barreled  Keiffer  pears  brought  $7.79  to  $8.C7  per 
barrel.
